HE  SAID,  however,  that  the 
Communist  “peace  policy  is  run- 
ning into  the  opposition  of  ag- 
gressive imperialist  forces  led  by 
the  United  States”  and  thus  the 
Soviet  Union  was  forced  to  con- 
tinue building  and  improving  its 
armed  forces. 

Khrushchev  did  not  speak  but 
he  was  to  host  a reception  at  the 
Kremlin  later  in  the  day. 

YESTERDAY,  Soviet  presidi- 
um member  Erol  Kozlov  ridi- 
culed Vice  President  Richard  M. 
Nixon  and  President  Eisenhower 
in  a speech  before  12,000  persons 
at  Moscow’s  sports  palace.  He 
made  no  mention  of  Sen.  John 
F.  Kennedy.
